Strikes of Jabourers there 
have been, but they were insigni- 
fieant compared with the so-call- 
ed “labouy up-risings” after 1 93 
and 1873. Nation-wide strikes, 
popular riots inciting in foreign 
countries political revolution have 
not occurred as they did on other 
similar occasions. The attitude 
of Jubour during this period 
might indeed be described as 
distinctly conciliatory, when com- 
pared even with the demonstra- 
tions of 1919 and 1921. Strug- 
gles of a portentous nature were 
characteristic of older depression 
periods. The short-lived “genera- 
al strike” in England during 
1926 and the same year's pro- 
longed coal-trade labour bargo 
occurred long before this present 
perfod of general economic reac- 
tion.

St. Paul and its twin city of Min- 
neapolis across the river now com- 
bine a population of nearly three- 


quarters of a million. But it is 
only a single lifetime since the 
pioneers went in fear of Indian 


raids, Trains equipped with shower- 
baths and radio now steam through 
the grainlands of the Mid-West. 
The successive waves of {mmi- 
grants who settled here were the 
malcontents of Europe: Poles and 
Czechs and Lrish. They turned their 
tbacks on Europe, often forsaking it 
with a grudge. To-day their sons 
wand grandsons, brought up in that 
itradition, are being asked to face 
laround again towards the Old World. 
They do so with reluctance; some- 
times with open hostility. Europe's 
troubles ure no affair of theirs, and 
‘it ia hard to persuade them that the 


allt problems—of the-Old—World—can—inj tic 


any way be linked with their own 
difficulties in the New. 

This attitude that regards 
everything European us foreign 
is common to all Americans, what- 
ever their racial ancestry and 
however recent their family’s im- 
migration. Everyone is at heart 
an isolationist,

Western States I have met few peo- 
ple who even cared to discuss the 
question of War Debts.
